In 1944 1 lost everything I had aa a result of an 
air raid. 

Career 1 On 1 April 1919 I enlisted at the Police School In Hmich. On 15 June 
1919 X become a policeman and a professional police agent with the Hmioh Police 
Carps. In 1925 X ves assigned to the Bavarian Borden Police In T.lrdan vhare I 
remained until 1929. In 1930 I passed the test for criminal police duty with 
the highest grade end toed 1 ately after I vaa transferred to Mxolch Criminal 
Folios Headquarters vhsre I regained rartil lferoh’1933. I vaa attached to a 
great number of departments , ay lsirt duty having been with the baiglarly section. 

£a March 1933 I vaa forcibly assigned to the Political Division. All attempts, 
that la ay ovn and thoea of ay former s u pe ri ors, to remain on duty with the 
Burglar ly Section failed because of the obstinate attitude of the nev head of 
the Political Division vhoee name vaa HEUHtICH. When the Bavarian Political 
Bailee vaa organised I vaa assigned to it In 1933 and 1y virture of the natlonal- 
1 nation of the daman Police I automatically was tranafearad to the Secret State 
Folios In 1937. I vaa assigned to a numbe r of departments In the Oaatapo. Me 
last aaalgnaaet until the eollapee of Germany 1945’ vu with the Protective Berries

1. Jar* Crlalnaloglst wholeheartedly, that la I vaa concerned vith the 
proeee ut loo of ordinary crimes only end X bad an absolute eversion against 
everything that had any smattering of polities, 

2. I know nothing about politics and I could not understand the reason vh y 

an op p one nt of Batlonal Socialism should be a bad character, I suffered personally 
vhan I vaa called upon to daal vith these people and I did everything X oould 
to carry out ty official duties to the beet advantage of the persecuted people. 

Xt la far this reason that I held denouncer# In epeolol disregard. 
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Z do not ooasldar sgrself responsible for ay membership la the Secret State 
Police tor Z did everything la ay power to prevent By assignment to It. If 
Z ves not raeceesful In preventing thia assignment I do not consider eyellf 
liable. Z oould not cope with the regime. If the Intention of a person as 
It prevails la each ease is aede the geld in g element for adjudging a case than 
the circumstance# of ay membership In the Secret State Police certainly cannot 
be I n t er p r eted in ngr disfavor. Jfr continued service In the Secret State Polloe 
can likewise not he taken as a criminal act, 

from the very first day the officials were exposed to constant thr eats and 
they lived in t her of the tmscmpluous character and brutality of H32BHICH. 

Ill the older professional police official* were under surveillance of the 8D, 

I wee even subjected to sell surveillance. The political division of the 
Munic h Polioe H eadquarter a was taken over into the Bavarian Political Polioe 
under HITWrCH. done of the polios officials were consulted and ell requests 
tor tr aaefer back into the regular police we re r ejected. Slnoe, nevertheless, 
there was a considerable leek of pereomal, HXZBRICX selected from a record 
submitted to him the professionally best qualified police officials for 
aoploymsnt In the Political Polios. Bis selection uns made on their merits, 
diligence, test gr ades, age, etc., Z was one of those aff acted and was 
ewnerlly drafted! HEZDHXCH did not tolerate any opposition. In this connection 
X would Ilka to bring to your attention an extract from the defense pie so 
aade by the attorney MSRKEL before the International Military Tribunal in 
Minibarg. 

"The Government Employees had no other recourse by law and were compeled bo 
follow the' order of transfer. In case of refusal the Gover nm ent Employee 
would be Confronted with serious disadvantages and was likely to incur chargee 
of breach of office. Be wuld have lost his Job and his rights and he would 
also be subject to Internment in a concentration camp because his refusal to 
obey ardors would have bean intre prated as motivated by political reasons. 

It was practically Impossible to be released from duty by the Gestapo, exception 
being of oourse the general reasons like death, disease, dismissal for other 
failure e. The Gestapo considered the entire polioe foroe as its, own instrument ' 
and practically a part of the kray as veil and Its personnel were subject to 
the military tri bunal . It was even forbidden far personnel to enlist in the 
Army for front line duty.* 

When national socialism came into being In 1933 more than in all other fields 
of public life it took charge of tbs police apparatus and the police officials 
who were selected from the political division had only two alternatives « either 
to howl with the wolfs or go down In defeat, I was therefore always in a spot. 

Hr attitude towards Rational Socialism i 
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1. * Party i bbtil 1937 I never was a member of a political party, howavpr as a 
Bavarian ay leanings ware towards the Bnyerische Volkepertey. Ob 3 My 1937, 
following a general movement of coercion I became a member of the BSD IP. At 
that tine our personnel manager made it known that all polioe offiodra would 
shortly be called to aocount if they had not by then become members of the party. 
This announcement was followed by the order that all non-Basi Party member* were 
to request membership therein Immediately. In order to avoid further difficulties, 
I applied far membership in the beginning of 1938 end was retroactively accepted 
as a m e mber as of 3 May 1937. Z performed no duties for the Party and was 
therefor* designated as a Card Bearing Member only. In view of ay real attitude 
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tovard Batlonal Socialism I kept my vlfa and daughter away from the Party 
and It* formations, 

2.. Raichs bond Deutschsr Beanteri The Raichs band was a professional organisation 
without political alas. Sines even before 1933 I was a somber of the 
Ml os Official Professional Organisation , I had no qualms about entering 
the newly esta b l ish ed fraternity of German policeman when this organisation 
become the successor to the formerly mentioned organisation. ^Membership 
ther ef ore was automatic at azy rate. 

1. Belohlkafl cnlalbcnd > I did not enter the Beichakolonialbuad on my own 

Initiative but rather became e number thereof as a result of very Intensive 
and repeated propaganda activities carried out at ay place of duty. In 
recruiting membership the minor fee of 25 phaanlg a month and the good cause 
was halt out as an In du cem en t. 

4. a hl ba hLUnsUHuklztuhl; i Hasher ship In tbs iir Raid Guard Organisation 
was nade a WMSlswy obligation especially regarding members of the Police 
Fbaroa. iny daisy la catering* this organisation would have Incurred difficultly, 
finally there would have been no alternative hut to become a member thereof. 

5. I.S.t, t \2otlcaallst Socialist Welfare Organisation} I did not become 
a ■ember of this organisation for political reaaons. Primarily I Joined It 
far charity sake and also bseause of oontlnuous pressure on the part of *y 
superiors. As a member of the Police Force there was no way to refrain from 
■saber ship in this organisation. I never attached any political elgnlfloenoe 
la my beoonlng a meaher of any of these Batlonal 1st Socialist format Ians. 

On the other hand I refused to have anything to do with 
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end especially the S3 clas si fication of personnel, until the end of the war 
In 1945 I vae able to prevent ay being accepted as a member of the SS and 
receiving S3 rank by means of numerous pretenses, untrue statements, and other 
pretext. Even If necessarily I became a member of the party and the afore- 
mentioned formations thereof, ny attitude toward the S3 remained hostile to 
suoh an extent that I used means which If discovered would have positively led 
to my dismissal, internment In a concentration camp and possibly even execution. 
Jsnaf other things I stated falsely that Z had submitted requests far membership 
In the 08. Since it took a long time to trace papers. It was sever found out 
that this was not so. When requested to renew cy application I delayed so long 
until the e ol l a p se of Germany finally put an end to this matter, I expected 
the sad to corns meh earlier than It did. Sext to the police force In Germajy 
there existed In ny opinion only the Wehrmecht ae a States Foroe called upta 
to exorcise power and therefore I was categorically opposed to all Katianidlst 
Socialist organisations but especially so to the SS and Si. 

Z believe to he entitled to the claim that not one single person could be found 
who could point his finger at me as a fo r mer Batlonal Socialist provided of 
course he was honest and slnoere, ill my friends and relatives know that Z always 
was severely critical - even to an extent where I endangered sy own safety - 
of all Injustices committed, the oorrupt political machine, the fanatical plans 




of conquest, total war, ruthless el lml nation of anyoppoaitlon, the constant 
•ad unlawful ■lnnnmlty’ grandad to the old guard Seals, the new type of Justice, 
the unlimited thlrrt of the party for power over everything, eto. In this 
connection I shall subsit sworn statements at a later date. 

1 was assigned to the Gestapo Branch Office PUeen, Chechoslovakia In March 
1939 and remained there until December 1939. Due to failing health I vas 
confined to office duty only. 

Os 20 Aase 194$ I vaa interned by the Americans. On 15 February 1947 I wea 
extradited to Csaehoaloiakla. Aa far as I could la am from the jlat of the 
interrogations, mj- extradition was motivated by the allegation that I had taken 
an active pert la the mass arrest of hostages which vaa carried out in Pllsea 
on 1 dept ember 1939. Z vaa abls to show proof that la this connection I was 
merely Intrusted with the keeping of index files aad that I was not concerned 
with locating these people nor that X wen engaged in carrying out any executive 
measures. As a result I was merely sentenced to five years forced labor. On 

2 My 1947 the People 'a Court of Pllsen sentenced ms to this term after having 
ftaia d - eeeording to Paragraph 2 of the law of Retribution - that I was a 
muter of the Matianaliat Socialist Organisation. The sentence read/" that I 
hod unlawfully entered the country aad that I had thereby endangered the life 
of the Xapuhlio", I may assume that adequate knowledge has been /acquired 
la the meantime about whet constitutes Cseah Justice and 1 shell 'forgo therefore 
to go into it any further. I V*m unwble to obtain a copy of the indictment 
sad sentence. Only la 1950, on ny plea to give me credit for the period of tj 
internment by the Americans was I released trm confinement. On 7 July 1950 
X was escorted to the border and expelled to Bavaria. 

Me gor-dlng mj professional activities I state aa follows i At no time teal A did I 
take a personal political Interest la the outcome of an Investigation of a ease. 
Everything I was entrusted with vas handled by me In a perfectly objective 
manner, as X saw It with oosplianoe of ay duty aa a police official, I venture 
to eay that only few officials who were members of the CeBtapo fullfillsd their 
duties with the same degree of sincerity. From ample experience I learned that 
the majority of denunciations mode resulted from personal spite, envy, egotioam, 
eto. Denunciation* aade by the SD and Rail Party members shoved a considerable 
lad of objective Judgment and truth. For this reason I took advantage of every 
opportunity to make aye* If the invioible champion of the accused pare one and 
kept up a bitter struggle against such denouncers. Since X returned from internment 
firom Ceechoal overt a coaly a short tins ago I can merely recount a few cases, X 
•a in a position however to mention a great deal of similar ones far vhloh I em 
able to obtain proof. 

1. About 1934 X was ordered to take a chaplain from Tuntenhsueen to Freising 
to participate in a major operation (Raiding tbs seminary schools an the Dcaberg) 

In the raid a number of rtaga props were found in the attic, am o n g them vaa a 
Soviet flag, used weapons, etc. I vaa told by an SS Officer that the latter 
wanted to have these articles photographed with bln and the chaplain in the 
picture. The picture vaa to be a distortion of facts and vas to be exploited 
in the newspapers as I vas told by this 83 Of floor. The chaplain raised a protest 
aad rightly so, I supported him to suoh an extent that the idea was dropped end 
no picture taken, I aa certain that Rev. LAMPL, H. Geistl. Sat in Tuntenhsueen 
will recall tills lnclddzrt since I myself escorted the ohamplaln back to that town 
and since further discussion of it took place there.
